Google+ can’t top 
Facebook— yet 

The hottest trend right now in social media is comparing the new 
Google to Facebook. 

Stop it* 

Yes, both require an Internet connection, but that’s where the 
similarities end. 

Just like we all jumped ship from MySpace to Facebook, Google 
wants to be the next big thing. Maybe it’s too early to make the call, 
but I just don’t sec it. Make no mistake: Google+ will fare far better 
than Buzz and the now-defunct Wave, but a mass exodus from 
Facebook is unlikely 

Facebook’s familiar. There’s a wall. You can chat or message 
or poke. You can create lists to share certain things with certain 
people* Google responds with Circles, in which you have separate 
groups, and Sparks, which is a constant feed of “stuff you’re really 
into*” 

Give Google+ points for Hangouts, which is a group video chat 
for up to 10 people. Facebook just announced video chatting by 
partnering with Skype, so that battle might be a fairer fight. 

I low can I put this kindly? Facebook is Like Y^l-Mart or Den- 
ny’s— you know what to expect when you walk in. Google+ is like 
that fancy restaurant with Hmited reservations available. The food 
underwhelms and you aren’t in a hurry to go back, but you might 
reconsider after the kitchen works out some of the kinks. 

One thing Googlc+ has going for it is the popularly of Gmail, 

Once Google+ opens to everyone, the Link between its email system 
and Google+ should be seamless. It’ll need to be in order to stand a 
chance. 

Google should be commended for not taking Facebook’s 
domination lying down— it tried to compete once and failed, and 
now it’s dusting itself off and giving it another go. Eventually, 
someone’s going to win this battle, but I don’t think Google is 
that company. I also don’t think it’s ^hoo or even Apple. All of 
those companies would accomplish more partnering as opposed 
to going it alone. 

So, what docs Google+ need to do to survive in the social media 
universe of 2011 and beyond?

Robbery is up on the CTA. 

The robbery rate is running higher this year, new data show, and po- 
lice link the crime increase to ‘Apple picking” by young thugs stealing 
smartphones from passengers. 

There were 581 robberies reported on CTA property in Chicago 
in 2010, averaging 48 a month. There have been 294 robberies Janu- 
ary through May this year, an average of 59 a month and a 23 percent 
increase, according to the most recent statistics the Chicago Police 
Department released after a Tribune request. 

Reports of aggravated assault and battery on CTA property are at 
about the same rate this year as in 2010, the police data show. Larceny 
and thefts, which do not involve the use of force and predominantly 
are pick-pocketing crimes, are averaging 143 a month this year on the 
CTA versus 146 a month last year, the records show. 


Total crimes on the CTA rose 
8 percent in 2010 compared with 
2009, according to the data. Robber- 
ies climbed 19 percent. 

Neither the CTA nor Chicago po- 
lice track the exact number of sto- 
len phones and electronic devices 
in their crime tallies. CTA property 
where the crimes occurred includes 
CTA buses and trains, rail platforms, 
and CTA parking lots and garages, of- 
ficials said. 

Police attribute the increase in 
robberies to crimes of opportunity 
involving youths ages 11-19 steal- 
ing smartphones from CTA passen- 
gers. Most of the phones taken are 
iPhones, said authorities, who urged 
CTA riders to keep their smart- 
phones out of sight. 

“The smartphone vendors are al- 
most giving away $600 phones at 
$49.99 and a two-year data plan. It is 


really working against us,” said police 
Cmdr. John Graeber, of the depart- 
ment’s public transportation section. 
“These kids can sell the phones for 
$200 to pawn shops and cellphone 
stores.” 

The phone robbers frequently work 
the rail system and pounce on their 
victims quickly, usually when a train 
stops at a station and the doors open, 
officials said. 

“It’s happening all over the country,” 
Graeber said. “These guys say, ‘Let’s go 
Apple picking.’ ” 

“Here in Chicago they aren’t gang 
members,” he said. “They are oppor- 
tunists, usually two or three working 
together, walking car to car on the 
train, sizing things up, looking for 
the phone they want, smartphone or 
4G, and making a quick hit. As young 
as II years old we have taken into cus- 
tody.” 


Cops go undercover

Police officers working as decoys, carrying 
iPhones, iPods, laptop computers and other pricey 
electronics, are being deployed on the CTA in in- 
creasing numbers. They are being joined by more 
undercover officers and groups of uniformed of- 
ficers dubbed “wolfpacks” who patrol hot spots 
on the CTA where robberies and other crimes are 
increasing, officials said. New crime information 


is being examined daily, they said. 

“Even though we have seen an increase in rob- 
beries on the CTA, it would be substantially high- 
er if we were not taking the steps we are,” Chicago 
police Cmdr. John Graeber said. 

CTA President Forrest Claypool said he didn’t 
know the reason for the uptick in phone robber- 
ies, which included one fatality this year when a 
robber who snatched an iPhone from a rider on a

NEW APPROACH 

Police also are attacking the CTA robbery problem by putting heat on businesses that know- 
ingly buy stolen cellphones, to dry up the market for stolen phones. “We will go after their 
license,” Graeber said. “We are just starting up. But at 17 locations where we instituted the 
operation to revoke or suspend business licenses, we were successful at nine.” 


Brown Line train fled the platform at the Ful- 
lerton station in Lincoln Park and knocked a 
68 -year-old woman down the stairs. She died 
of her injuries the next day 

Claypool said he’s confldent that beefed- 
up police patrols and an accelerated schedule 
to install 3,000 high-resolution video camer- 
as at all CTA rail stations by the end of 2011 
will help make CTA customers more secure. 

“I’m not a sociologist, so I won’t speculate 
on what is causing this increase on our sys- 
tem,” he said Friday “But this is the reason 
the Chicago Police Department is deploying 


more undercover officers, a visible wolfpack 
deterrent that can move between trains, and 
why the CTA is speeding up the installation 
of security cameras. We are trying to be ag- 
ile and effective in responding to criminal 


activity and hooliganism, and making sure 
our riders can feel safe and secure on our sys- 
tem.” 

Many CTA riders appear almost clueless 
about making themselves look like less of a 


target, even though law-enforcement and the 
news media have tried to focus attention on 
the crime spree. 

Graeber said he recently stopped a man 
who was talking on his iPhone while on the 
Green Line, oblivious of his surroundings, to 
warn him that phone robbers were operating 
in the area. 

“I’m wearing my uniform and he said. Just 
a minute, just a minute.’ Then he realizes I am 
a police officer,” the commander said. “I told 
him, ‘someone is going to punch you or take 
your phone.’ We see it all day long.”

Chicago’s fight with 
beach litterbugs 
goes high-tech

As dawn broke over Lake Michigan on a recent 
weekend morning, the sun glinted off the water, off 
the sunglasses of early morning joggers and bicy- 
clists and— unfortunately— off the pop cans, water 
bottles and wrappers nestled up against fences and 
around poles for volleyball nets. 

Beach trash. It’s the downside of Chicago’s vi- 
brant lakefront. 

“There’s so many garbage cans around the beach, 
I don’t understand why people can’t pick up,” said 
Jackie Carpenter of the Gold Coast. Carpenter, 
who was walking her dog along Oak Street Beach 
on a recent Sunday morning, pointed out a white 
towel half buried in sand. 

“Towels, underwear, blankets, a shoe,” she said, 
adding with a chuckle: “Tbu wonder how they got 
home with one shoe.” 

Chicago Park District officials say that they have 


not collected an increased amount of garbage so far 
this season— about 25 tons on an average summer 
weekend. But the Park District is determined to 
maintain the upper hand in the war against trash, 
employing 60 people to clean up the beaches in 
three shifts, spread over 24 hours a day 

Using cutting-edge technology the workers set out 
in seven trucks to comb the sands with a set of two 
new surf rakes that act similarly to agricultural culti- 
vators used to plow fields. The rakes dig four inches 
into the sand— combing deeper than earlier models 
that only scraped the surface at a quarter of an inch. 
Park District spokeswoman Zvezdana Kubat said. 
The deeper combing exposes bacteria from trash to 
UV light and oxygen, which helps decrease bacteria 
that could affect swimming waters, Kubat said. 

On a recent early Sunday morning, a truck could 
be seen dragging the sands of Montrose Beach. 
Dogs and their owners mingled to the north at the 


dog beach, volleyball players and seagulls congre- 
gated in the south. 

“I think {the beaches] are fine,” said Sergio Ro- 
driguez, 35, of the South Loop, as he got ready to 
play a game of volleyball. “I haven’t seen anything 
that’s turned me away” 

At the 63rd Street Beach, fresh rake tracks 
marked the nearly empty beach. The only signs 
of unchecked trash lay behind the fenced-off eco- 
system restoration area, where Cheetos bags, cof- 
fee cups and pop cans, among other debris, were 
caught in the marram grasses. 

“The biggest thing that people can do to help us 
out and help keep the beaches clean is not litter- 
ing and disposing of trash in proper receptacles,” 
Kubat said. “The research we’ve found shows that 
trash on the beach attracts gulls to loaf, and then 
they defecate on the sand and in the water. And 
that increases the rate of swim ban occurrences.”

KAZAN, Russia About loo people were 
missing after a tourist boat sank in Russia’s 
Volga River on Sunda}^ killing at least two people, 
emergency services officials said. 

A survivor said the two-decked, 56 -year-old 
riverboat sank fast in a thunderstorm after listing 
onto its side, and that many were dead, Interfax 
news agency reported. 

Rescuers searched choppy waters in a broad 
stretch of the river as daylight faded and tearful 
survivors, rescued by a passing craft, greeted anx- 
ious relatives on shore. 

The boat was heading to the Tatarstan regional 


capital, Kazan, 500 miles east of Moscow, when it 
sank about 2 miles from shore in 60 feet of water, 
the ministry’s regional branch said. 

The boat “leaned onto its right side, turned 
over in literally three minutes and went to the 
bottom,” Interfax quoted a man who was rescued 
by the passing boat as saying after it docked in 
Kazan. 

“There was thunder and heavy rain at the time. 
There are very many dead,” the man, who said 
his wife and son drowned, was quoted as saying. 
There were tears and cries of anguish as survivors 
met relatives waiting at the dock in Kazan.

Where were you when the U.S. women 
beat Brazil on Sunday to move on to the 
semifinals of the women^s World Cup? 

Yes, it was that kind of moment. In one 
of the most riveting games in the history of 
the tourney the U.S. beat Brazil 5-3 on pen- 
alty kicks after the game ended 2-2. 

Abby Wambach tied it in the 122nd 
minute— the latest goal in World Cup his- 
tory— and goalkeeper Hope Solo denied 
the Brazilians again. 

“We believe we can win this tourna- 
ment,” Wambach said. “I don’t know if 
you can write a better script.” 

The drama unfolded like this. 

» Brazil’s Daiane gave the U.S. a i-o lead 
when she scored in her team’s own goal in 
the game’s second minute. 

» Known as the best in the world, Bra- 
zil’s Marta made a dangerous run into the 
box in the 65th minute, beating two US. 
defenders before Rachel Buehler dragged 
her down. Referee Jacqui Melksham not 
only ruled it a penalty but also gave her a 
red card. 

» Brazil’s Cristiane took the penalty 


kick. Solo made a perfect read and batted 
it away But Melksham ordered the pen- 
alty retaken— and gave Solo a yellow card, 
even though replays showed the American 
hadn’t left her line. 

» As the pro-American crowd of 25,598 
jeered and whistled Alarta got the best of 
Solo, burying the ball to tie the game at i. 

» In the second minute of extra time, 
Marta scored her second goal of the game 
for a 2-1 lead that would have sent the 
Americans to their earliest exit ever. But 
Brazil’s Erika stalled when she went down 
on a tackle, and the dilly-dallying added 
three minutes of stoppage time to the game. 

» Two minutes into stoppage time, Me- 


gan Rapinoe sent a perfect cross from 
the left side that Wambach, one of the 
best players in the world in the air, headed 
into the near side of the net for another 
tie. 

» During penalty kicks, the Americans 
made their first three only to have Cris- 
tiane and Marta match them. But then it 
was Daiane’s turn. She took a hard shot, 
but Solo stretched out and batted it away. 

» Rapinoe smoked the net with a blast 
and Ali Krieger converted hers to seal it 
for the U.S. 

“Phenomenal,” U.S. coach Pia Sundhage 
said. “Somebody’s writing this book. It 
speaks to the American attitude.”

Calories lurking in summer treats

Fresh fruits and vegetables abound in the summer, but so do 
some diet wreckers. “Barbecues, cookouts and picnics are 
built for grazing,” says Marisa Moore, a registered dietitian 
and spokeswoman for the American Dietetic Association. 
Here are some common trouble spots. 

Summer 'salads’ 

Potato salad, pasta salad and coleslaw 
might sound healthy, but they can 
be high in calories and fat. Half a 
cup of potato salad, for example, 
can pack 200 calories. Keep por- 
tions small or lighten salads by 
cutting mayonnaise content in 
half-you can sub in nonfat Greek 
yogurt-and adding mustard and 
diced vegetables for flavor. 

Frozen drinks 

A 20-ounce fruit smoothie can run 
500 calories, while a 16-ounce iced coffee con- 
coction can add 400. Order small sizes, ask for coffee 
drinks with nonfat milk and no whipped cream and make homemade 
smoothies with fresh fruit, ice and nonfat yogurt. 




Mixed drinks 

Margaritas, daiquiris and other 
mixed drinks are high in sugar 
and can easily top 400 calories. 

Stick to wine spritzers, light beer 
or sparkling water with a twist of 
lime, and alternate alcoholic beverag- 
es with water. But remember: doctors 
recommend no more than one drink a 
day for women and two for men. 


Cookout spreads 

Research shows the more food you have in front of you, the more you’ll 
eat. Look over everything before you start loading your plate. Then fill 
up with fruits, vegetables and lean meats such as grilled chicken or fish, 
along with small portions of your favorite treats. And spend more time 
mingling and playing games than eating! 



Festival foods 

You’ll run into plenty of burg- 
ers, ice cream and funnel 
cakes. Tame cravings-and beat 
crowds-by heading to a festi- 
val just after breakfast, or have 
a small, healthy snack beforehand. 
Scope out healthier options such as 
real fruit pops or grilled corn on the 
cob, and split less healthy fare.
